WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Secretary Gresham, 
this morning, received a dispatch from 
United States Minister Baker, who was 
on the steamer Costa Rica at Amapala 
when fired on by the Honduras author- 
ities because the captain of the vessel 
refused to surrender a refugee from 
Honduras, who was on board as a pas- 
senger. The dispatch fully confirms 
the press reports of the firing on the 
United States flag. 

While the ship was in the port of 
Amapala, the authorities demanded the 
surrender of Polecaro Barilla, who was 
recently concerned in the revolutionary 
movement against the Honduras gov- 
ernment. The captain declined .to ac- 
cede to the request. After the ship had 
received her clearance papers, and while 
she was leaving the port, six or seven 
shots were fired to bring her to. Min- 
ister Baker was on board at the time. 
Whether the shots were fired directly 
at her or in front of her is not stated. 

The matter was discussed at the Cab- 
inet meeting this afternoon. Capt. 
Dow, who is command of the Costa 
Rica, is the same captain who har- 
bored Barrundia, who was killed on 
his ship, several years ago, by the 
Guatemalan authorities. It has been 
established that a political refugee who 
is a passenger, as Barilla was, cannot 
be taken from the ship on which he is.

OUR HAWAUAN POLICY. 


The Islands May Be Rest Restored to the Queen 
by Cleveland. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 7.—(By the Asso- 
clated Press.) A specjal from Washing- 
ton says that the next steamer from 
Hawaii for San Francisco will probably 
bring news of the action of Minister 
Willis under his instructions from the 
State Department to the provisional 
government, 

It declares he was instructed to in- 
form the provisional government that 
the United States regards the dethron- 


ment of Queen Liliuokalani as due en-| 


tirely to the. action of Minister Ste- 
vens and the landing of troops from the 
United States steamer Boston; that 
but for them the Queen would not have 
been dethroned; that the United States 
government does not approve of the 
action of Stevens, therefore it does not 
consider there has been a revolution; 
but the United States does consider 
that the Queen, having been unjustly 
deprived of her throne because of the 
wrongful action of the United States 
Minister and troops, is entitled to be 
restored to power, and restored she 
must be. 

This position which the administra- 
tion has taken is likely to give rise to 
much severe criticism on the ground 
that it ill-befits this republic to assist 


in the restoration of a deposed monarch, 


This criticism is expected. The admin- 
istration’s only explanation is that it 
matters not whether the deposed au- 
thority was a Queen or a President; 
the authority was unlawfully over- 
thrown by the representatives of the 
United States and, as a mere matter of 
abstract justice, the wrong should be 
righted. 
ANOTHER POINT OF VIEW. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—A rumor has 
been in circulation that the instructions 
to Minister Willis, who was recently 
sent to Hawaii, included authority to 
restore “Queen Liliuokalani to her 
throne, and that Willis had already 
taken steps in that direction. The 
rumors probably grew out of the fact 
that the Cabinet held a lengthy session 
today, and it was understood that the 
Hawaiian question was the subject un- 


der discussion. 


In the nature of things, the Minister 
He can 
disavow all acts of, Minister Stevens, 
but nothing more. The restoration of 
the Queen, it is understood, is a matter 


that this government would leave to 
the people of the islands ,and that any 
form of government might be adopted 


by a vote of those now authorized to 
use the ballot in the islands. 

A policy of neutrality, with such pro- 
tection as is necessary for all parties, 
seems to be the aim of the administra- 
tion, and, as this would: include the 
supporters of the Queen as well as 
those of the provisional government, it 
may be construed as friendliness to her, 
and regarded by the opponents of the 
monarchy as an effort toward restora- 
tion. 

High officials in the administration 
said tonight that there was absolutely 
no authority for the statement that 
Minister Willis had been instructed to 
restore the Queen. It is understood 
that Blount, the late special commis- 
sioner to Hawaii, has-been sent for, and 
will be here in a few days in consulta- 
tion with the State Department. While 
Blount was still in Hawail, he published 
a statement from Secretary Gresham 
that the United States had no further 
interest in the islands than any other 
power. This was taken in the islands 
as a ‘notification that should an effort 
be made to restore the Queen, the 
United States would not interfere. 


PRACTICALLY BESIEGED. 


The Situation at Melilla Not of Roseate 
Hue. 

MADRID, Nov. 7.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) Discontent over the 
situation at Melilla is growing. The 
latest reports state that all forts, in- 
cluding Melilla, are practically besieged. 
The provisioning of the troops requires 
repeated engagements, and involves 
serious loss of life.

WHY IT RISES. 


Appreciation of Silver Said to Be Due to 
Russia's Design. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7. —(By the 
Associated Press.) Treasury advices 
Say the price of silver continues to ad- 
vance in London. The price today was 
32 9-16d, an advance of 3-16d since yes- 
terday. 

The opinion is expressed here that the 
cause for the continued rise in silver 
in London during the past few days 
was due, in part, to the belief that the 


government of Russia was contémplat- | 


ing the step of adopting silver as a 
part of her monetary system. 

It is said that intimations have been 
received here by the government offi- 
cials that Russia will replace her un- 
covered paper money with silver, to be 
used for subsidiary coin. At present, 
the amount of silver in use in Russia 
as money is not 53 cents per capita, 
and it is stated here that Russia can 
easily absorb $260,000,000 jn silver.

CHICAGO, Nov. 7.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Many rallies in many 
States last night closed a more or less 
exciting campaign, and this morning 
voters began registering their will at 
the polls. These are the first State 
elections since the present national ad- 
ministration was inaugurated, and the 
first since the great silver fight in Con- 
gress. There has not been sufficient 
time since the end of that fight to de- 
velop its effect on the country at large 
politically, and statesmen are watching 


for the results today, with unusual.in-. 


terest, with a view, if possible, of se- 
curing an indication of the political 
trend. 

They do not hope for more than that, 
because it is not believed the conditions 
existing in the campaign just closed 
are such as to bring the national po- 
litical questions largely into play except 
in a few States, and, possibly, in a 
minor degree, in some others. In Ohio, 
for instance, the fight partakes largely 
of a national character, Gov. McKinley, 
the apostle of protection, being pitted 
against Neil, who wrote the free-trade 
plank of the platform on which Cleve- 
land was elected to the Presidency. 

In Iowa, the same question forms an 
element in the situation, along with 
silver and prohibition, and a decided 
victory for the ever-popular Gov. Boies 
would no doubt be taken as an indorse- 
ment of the Democratic policy as to 
the tariff, while the election of Jackson 
would be hailed as a vote for protec- 
tion. 

The Populists in the South and West 
are building great hopes on the results 
of the silver fight, and it remains to 
be seen whether these hopes are well 
grounded. It also remains to be seen, 
when the votes are counted, what 
course the silver men in the silver 
States have taken.

Our telegraph columns tell the story 
of yesterday's elections throughout the 
country. and the story is aan interesting 
one—especially to Republicans. Briefly 
stated, the apparent results at this 
writing are as follows: 

In Ohio, McKinley, with a plurality 
60,000 to 75,V00, and two-thirds of 
both branches of the Legislature, has 
wonthe most decisive victory since the 
civil war, and the battle has been won 
on national issues. 

In New York Flower concedes the 


State to the Republicans by about 15, - 


000, while the Tribune claims that the 
State has gone Republican by 40,000 
majority. 

In Massachusetts the indications are 
that the Republican candidate will 
have 25,000 majority. 

In Iowa the latest returns encourage ° 
the hope of a 30,000 plurality for the 
Republicans. 

In Pennsylvania returns from every 
county so far received show Republican 
gains. 

In Kansas the most populous county 
elected the entire Kepublican ticket, 
with two small exceptions. 

In Nebraska the race between thg 
Republicans and the Populists is a close 
one, the Democrats not being in it. 

In Caicago, Gary, the Republican 
candidate for Superior Judge upon 
whom Gov. Altgeld made a fight, is 
running ahead of his ticket. 

In South Dakota a Republican vic- 
tory appears to be assured. 

Virginia has gone Democratic, which 
knocks out the Populis ts. 

New Jersey comes to the front in 
great shape, with a Republican Legis- 
lature. 

Other late returns are equally en- 
couraging, and will be found in full 
among our dispatches. 

Taken altogether, even the most 
dyed-in-the-wool Democrat cannot deny

It is the principle 
of the Associated Charities that the or- 
ganization shall not interfere, with the 
work of other existing 
cieties, or trench in any manner upon 
the individuality of co-operating organ- 
izations. It is simply a co-operative 
system to prevent fraud, to aid in dis- 
covering worthy objects of charity, to 
guard against an overlapping of aid be- 
stowed, and for devising the best means 
for helping the dependent classes to be- 
come permanently self-supporting and 
self-respecting. It resembles a family, 
each member having his own purse, 
and to whom applications for relief are 
made. Each member co-operates with 
every other member, and never gives 
without making a full report of the 
giving, so that the other members of 
the family shall not bestow aid where 
effectual assistance has already been 
rendered. 

This plan of Associated Charities has 
been most successfully inaugurated in 
San Francisco, and the method has 
been in operation since 1888. During 
the year 1891 thirty-one families of 
that city, comprising 149 individuals, 
were brought, through the systematic 
help-giver, to a condition of self-sup- 
port. Two hundred and ten persons 
were provided with work. A woodyard 


was given at different times to 2337 
men who worked willingly and gladly. 
These Associated Charities made thor- 
ough investigation wherever charity 
was sought, of the cases seeking relief, 
and each case was registered. Provi- 
dent schemes were developed and car- 
ried out, and great care was taken that 
charity should not be unworthy be- 
stowed, and that no case of worthy 
charity brought to their notice should 
be neglected. Phillips Brooks once 
truly said, “Not until you make men 
self-reliant, intelligent and fo of 
struggle, fonder of struggle than mere 
help, not until then have you relieved 
poverty.”’ 

To give such relief as this to poverty 
is the aim of our Associated Charities. 
But to confirmed paupers, to worthless 
tramps who are such from choice, and 
to the improvident and shiftless they 
would rightfully refuse aid. The ob- 
ject of this organization is to stand 
between benevolence and the impostor; 
‘to see that the worthy and helpless 
poor are cared for, and _ that all the 
funds dispensed are placed where most 
needed, and to discourage that promis- 
cuous giving which so often prevails in 
communities where the individual is de- 
ceived and imposed upon by false pleas 
which appeal to his sympathies. They 
would clothe charity in all helpful- 
ness and so give that manhood and 
womanhood should not be degraded 
through a needless dependence. Such 
an organization is worthy of the age in 
which we live; it is worthy of the 
prompt and liberal support of our peo- 
ple, who may rely upon the “good 
men and women who are heading the 
movement to devote every dollar con- 
tributed to the best poassible use, and

Another little “two for’a nickel” 
Spanish-American “republic” has taken 
the liberty of firing upon the American 


somewhat monotonous. These little 
countries change their governments so 
often that there ought to be a monthly 


in power. The president of today is 
likely to be the refugee of tomorrow, and 
the dictator of day after tomorrow. If 
a dozen or so of these small countries 
could be amalgamated, and a 
good system of public schools intro- 
duced—and annexation brought about— 
they might in time make one, respect 
able State. Meantime, the best thing 
that they can hope for under present 
conditions is to secure as president a 
despot, who is a well-meaning man, 
and at the same time strong enough 
to keep other would-be despots from 
hatching out a monthly _ revolution. 
When it comes to the question of pro 
tectorates, there seems to be more 
need about this time for an American 
protectorate in Central - America than 
in the Hawaiian Islands. 

As to the personal insult to our flag, 
while it is probably the ill-considered 
act of some person “clothed in a little 
brief authority,” it will not do to let 
such actions go unpunished, because, 
in that case, the Stars and Stripes 
would be even less respected in foreign 
ports than it is at present. Perhaps, 
when we shall have added a few more 
Oregons to our navy, such instances as 
these will not so frequently happen. 


A San Francisco Daniel. 

It is interesting and encouraging to 
occasionally see a lawyer or a judge 
break through the meshes of red tape 
which surround all legal proceedings 
nowadays and make a departure which 
savors of common sense, even though 
it may not be authorized by any of the 
legal luminaries who have spread their 
wisdom over the thousands of pages 
which adorn the walls of our law li- 
braries. 

Such a decision is that of Judge Dan- 
gerfield of the San Francisco Superior 
Court, who has adopted a rule to the 
effect that a person charged with crime 
who pleads guilty shall not suffer more 
than half the punishment authorized by 
law in such cases. This rule also ap- 
plies to capital crimes. 

The judge says that in murder cases 
he will: not inflict a sentence more se- 
vere than life imprisonment upon a de- 
fendant who pleads guilty. Jtdge Dan- 
gerfield says he made this rule in order 
to save expense to the State and pre- 
vent the miscarriage of justice. 


There is certainly a considerable 
amount of common sense in this new 
departure, although it is doubtful 


whether it is just the right kind of a 
thing to do in cold-blooded murder 
cases, where the evidence is convinc- 
ing. At least, it would not be if justice 


very seldom that a murderer reaches 
the noose, or even gets a life sentence. 


If such a rule as this were adopted in 


Los. Angeles, we should probably be 


able to dispense with two-thirds of our 


Superior judges. 4

The San Diego and Phoenix Railroad, 
of which Mr. Carlson is president, and 
of which most of our readers have 
heard before, in the shape of press dis- 
patches, has made another important 
forward move. That is to say, it has 
not moved any nearer to Phoenix than 
the point which it reached some time 
ago, about three miles from San Diego, 
but it has filed in the office of the

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


LOS ANGELES THEATER.—The people 
who went to the Los Angeles Theater last 
night saw aplay written by a man who has 
undoubted dramatic geuius, both as a play- 
wright and as a player. A writer may 
easily pick flaws in the play of ‘Friends,’ 
which Edwin Milton Royle» presented to us 
last evening, but itis only the usual riftin 
the lute; the ordinary fiy in the ointment. 
Still one cannot but wish that, having done 
so well; having created a play that is 
bright, witty, strongly dramatic, full of 
tender passages, with tears in them, coun- 
terbalanced by others that sparkle and 
bubbe with mirth, the ‘author had not 
cleared up one or two points that are left 
in impenetrable and quite unnecessary ob- 
scurity—as, for instance, the connection of 
John Paden, Sr., ‘‘a business man,’’ not a 
lawyer nor a detective, to all appearances, 
with the task of discovering in America 
Marguerite Otto, the presumable love child 
of a dissolute German nobleman, but, as is 
finally developed, his legitimate daughter. 
There are other equaily lame places in the 
drama’s make-up, and the first act is rem- 
iniscent of another famous play. Yet, 
when all this is said, it seems hypercritical, 
for Mr. Royle’s creation is tense with in- 
terest, and as bright as a flash light. Its 
characters are consistent with the unities, 
and clean cut. Its situations are, although 
at times strongly melodramatic, very 
clever, and follow one another with a 
swing and dash that keeps @he audience 
alert and intent on each denouement. 

“Friends’’ is the story of two young 
geniuses, one a ‘‘litterary feller.’’ who 
writes clever, but unsalable verse; the 
other, a musician—the two living in hum. 
ble lodgings, with but one suit of clothes 
between them, and both, as it transpires, 
inlove with the same young woman, who 
is an opera singer, and, later on, turns out 
to be the daughter of the nobleman of Ger- 
many. This young woiman, in addition to 
being doted on by the two impecupious, but 
brainy, young fellows, first mentioned, is 
also bankered after, with mnch warmth 
and a large amount of villainy, by an im- 
pressario by the name cf Harold Hunting. 
She- has aiso, as she presumes, a real 
father, one Hans Otto (but, really, he is 
only her stepfather,) who logks upon the 
rosy not wisely, but altogether too much 
for his own good, and, as a consequence, 
has a case of delirium tremens in the third 
act that is powerfully well simulated by the 
actor in the role, E. D. Lyons. He is a dis- 
solute old chap, but has a streak of good in 
him. asis well brought out. The central 
idea of the play is the abiding love and 
loyalty of the two friends, Adrian Karje, 
the pianist (Lucius Henderson,) and John 
Paden, Jr., a modern poet (Mr. Royle)--a 
love which is full of noble and manly sac- 
rifices that call out plaudits in profusion, 
but which is, perhaps, as rare in real life as 
most of the other things depicted on the 
stage. 

As has already been said, the

sparkles.. with. wit. and repartee, 


thoroughly, enjoyable and entertaining in 
every detail. 

The company is strong and well bal. 
anced, Mr. Royle being exceptionally ef- 
fective im his frank naturalness. Lucius 
Henderson is a pianist of rare skill, play- 
ing classical compositions with the touch 
and dexterity of a Joseffy, but inclined, as 
an actor, to rant and over act his role. 
Selina Fetter Royle, the Marguerite Otto of 
the cast, is a handsome woman, with 
a fine stage presence and much emotional 
power, and Henry Bergman is an excellent 
villain. The others of the cast are equal 
to the demands, and the keen interest, rap- 
turous applause and enthusiastic curtain 
calls of lastevening are strong evidence 
that the attraction, has, as a whole, caught 
the town. 

“Friends’’ will be pregented but two 
more evenings, and the opportunity to see 
it should not be missed. Itis the comedy- 
drama of sunshine which follows the cloud 
of melodrama lately overcasting this dra. 
matic firmament.

WAS ‘DISGRACED. 


Christian Hess Shoots a 
Bank President 


For Causing His Arrest on an 
Embezzlement Charge. 


After Wounding His Enemy He 
Kills Himself. 


A Seaman Shot by a Deputy—A Red Bluff 
Residence Blown Up—Horrible Affair 
at Watsonville—Other News 
of the Day. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

PORTLAND, Nov. 7.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) Theodore H. Liebe, the 
president of the Oregon German Bank- 
ing Company, was shot today at noon 
and seriously wounded by Christian 
Hess, who, after shooting Liebe, shot 
and killed himself. Liebe’s wound is 
not regarded as fatal. The bullet en- 
tered the back of the head and fol- 
lowed the skull around, coming out near 
the right eye. Hess shot himself 
through the heart, death ensuing in- 
stantly. 

The shooting occurred at the inter- 
section of East Park and C streets, 
Liebe being on his way home. People 
were attracted to the scene of the trag- 
edy by the reports of the pistol, which 
was discharged only twice. Liebe was 
taken to his home, where physician 
was summoned, and the y of Hess 
was conveyed to the morgue. 

From what can be learned, it is sup- 
posed the trouble was brought about 
by the arrest of Hess, some time ago, 
on a charge of embezzlement, preferred 
by Liebe. Hess, who was the husband 
of a niece of Liebe’s, was formerly in 
the employ of Liebe as a clerk in the 
bank, and while thus employed, he 
was accused by Liebe of abstracting 
money from the till. He was arrested 
and placed in jail, where he remained 
until a few days ago, when he suc- 
ceeded in furnishing bonds pending his 
trial.

The Police Commission met yesterday 
morning with all the members in at- 
tendance. 

The monthly report of the chief 
showing statistics in reference to the 
department, as heretofore published, 
was read and placed on file. 

The chief reported favorably on the 
petitions of A. Stauch and W. B. Luck- 
enbach for positions as special police- 
men, without pay from the city, and 
both were granted. 

The chief reported on the petitions of 
William Sachs for a transfer of license 
at Nos. 1485-7 Mission Road, from F. 
Biggy, and from Moreno & Burgoyne 
for transfer of license at No. 226 Aliso 
street, from Gondry & Burgoyne, and 
the same was granted. 

A comunication from Joseph Manning 
asked that he be permitted to with- 
draw his application for a saloon license 
at No. 300 North Alameda street, and 
the withdrawal was granted. 


A petition from Adolph Davis, for a 
saloon license at No. 300 North Alameda 
street, together with a communication 
from Anna Hobbs, asking that no li- 
cense be granted for that-place, was -re- 
ferred to the chief. 

The application of G. W. Arbuckle for 
a transfer of license at Nos. 141-3 South 
Los Angeles street from Arbuckle & 
Cohn, and an application from Fred A. 
Cooper for a license at No. 548 South 
Main street, were referred to the chief. 

The charges of A. Alvarez against 
Officer Gridley, which had .been signed 
and sworn to by that woman, were con- 
sidered. Officer Gridley was heard in 
reference to the matter. He stated 
that he was not on duty at the time, 
but lived near the woman’s house, and 
was called to go to the place. He did 
not place the woman and her husband 
under arrest, as was charged. The wo- 
man and her husband, in company with 
others beside himself, went to the sta- 
tion, he telling them that it was not the 
custom to “place ahy one under arrest 
except on a warrant, unless the case 
was one of felony. He told them he 
would leave it with the police clerk, 
and when they reached the station the 
woman insisted on belrig locked up. 
She was not locked up, however, but 
her husband was, on the statement of 
one of the men present, that he would 
swear out a complaint the next morn- 
ing. Officer-Gridley said he could pro- 
duce a number of witnesses to show the 
bad character of the woman for the 
past ten years. ear 

The matter was taken under advise- 
ment for another week. 

Applications from W. A. Bosqui and 
E. P. Duggan for appointments as reg- 
ular policemen were placed on file. 8 

The matter the charges against 
Garcia Bros., proprietors of the saloon 
at No. 2134 East First street, coming 
up as laid over from the last meeting, 
a very largely-signed petition was pre- 
sented, asking that the license for the 
saloon be not revoked. No _ protest 
against the continuance of the saloon 
being received, the whole matter was 
filed. 

The demands were approved. 

The chief was instructed to present 
a report showing the number of spe- 
cial policemen in the city, and how 
many were actually employed as such. 

Commissioner Bosbyshell read a state- 
ment from some paper, the name of 
which he did not give, in which it was 
said that it was a notorious fact that 
some of the saloons were kept open on 
Sunday in direct violation of the city 
ordinance. 

Commissioner Stern said that as far 
as that matter was concerned, it might 
be like a case which he remembered of 
in the city of Gleeley, Colo. He was 
there some years ago, and,althought the 
place was a strict temperance town, he 
had not been in the city twenty min- 
utes before some one asked him to step 
out and have a drink. 

Chief Glass said that he believed 
there was a much smaller proportionate 
number of intoxicated men to be seen 
on the streets on Sunday in this city 
than in most other cities. 

Cimmissioner Bradish moved that the 
police sergeants be instructed to appear 
at the next meeting of the commission 
and testify in reference to the char- 
acter of various saloons. 

Commissioner Weldon objected to this 
course of procedure, on the ground that 
it would not be courteous to the chief. 
That official was the proper one to re- 
port to the commission, in reference to 
such matters. 

-Commissioner Bradish replied to this 


that the sergeants must be better in- 


formed on these questions than the 
chief could be, because their knowledge 
was positive, while that of the chief 
would be from reports made to him. 
Commissioner Stern moved as an 
amendment that the chief presegt at 
the next meeting of the board as many 
reports of officers in reference to sa- 
loons aS might have been presented, 
and that he also have reports of the 
sergeants. It was finally arranged that 
the mater should be handed in this way. 


ONE JOHN WEBB. 


Again Airing His Family Affairs in the 
Papers. 

One John Webb, known in Los An- 
geles, San Francisco and Sacramento 
as a concocter of fairy tales and pre- 
posterous yarns about his family af- 
fairs, has broken out again, this time 
confiding his troubles to a San Fran- 
cisco Examiner reporter to the extent 
of something over a column. 

Webb claims that he arrived in Los 
Angeles three years ago and that he 
was lured into marrying Miss Amaryl- 
lis Stowe. He says the girl pretended 
to fall in love with him and Mrs. 
Stowe, the girl’s mother, told him be- 
fore the marriage that she would make 
him a present of $15,000, but that he 
declined the money, though he mar- 
ried Amy. Previous to that time he 
had roomed at the Stowe house, and 
had met a Mr. Crooke there who was 
first represented as a cousin and then 
as an ingrate without any claims of 
relationship, and who was later driven 
away by Mrs. Stowe. 


Webb says that he soon found that. 


Mrs. Stowe, instead of having $15,000 
to give her son-in-law, was in réality 
in need of money herself. -He helped 
her to lift several mortgages and pay 
notes anc other similar evidences of 
indebtedness until the entire amount 
footed up about $7000. When he had 
no more to spend he noticed, so he 
says, a great change in his wife’s con- 
duct. She was no longer affectionate, 
and he felt that he was the victim of 
heartless deception. He says he or- 
dered W. F. Whittaker out of the house 
one day because of som? discoveries 
he (Webb) kad made. 

Later he went to Sacramento. After 
he had been there a few weeks his 
wife came to see him and induced him 
to give her $840 to pay some debts, and, 

e says, he has not seen her from that 
ay to this. He hunted her in San 
Francisco, with the aid of a detective, 
and came across the other-in-law, 
who would not let him sée the daugh- 
ter. He delivered his ultimatum then, 
and said he must either have his wife 
or his money back. So far he has re- 
ceived neither. On the contrary, his 
wife got a divorce from him by default, 
and, Webb says, she then married 
Frank Crooke. Mrs. Stowe has some 
trouble in a will contest at Kansas 
City, and deeded her property to her 
new son-in-law, Crooke, who now re- 
fuses to‘deed it back. The first son-in- 
law, Webb, says that if his successor 
gives up anything to the old lady he, 
the same John Webb, will try to re- 
= that $7000, or know the reason 
why. 

The ‘story, as printed in the Exam- 
iner, caused considerable amusement 
among those who are familiar with the 
history of Webb and his wife in this 
city, and it was generally believed to 


‘be either an attempt to blackmail his 


mother-in-law, Mrs. Stowe, or to induce 
his wife to return to iim. it is a mat- 
ter Of common notoriety here that Webb 
had no money; in fact, was unable to 
support himself without assistance from 
his mother-in-law, and, even after mak- 
ing the most serious -harges agairst 
his wife, continually followed her ul.ut, 
trying to induce her to live with tim. 
He attempted, on several ocrasions, to 
have his family affairs written up in 
the local papers, but his stories were 
so “fishy’’ that no notice was taken 
of them, and the whole outfit finaily 
left Los Angeles for the northern part 
of the State, where the woes of the 
ill-assorted pair have been periodically 
aired in the papers, the information 
vee given by the alleged abused hus-

The river bottom is becoming cleared 
of tramps, most of the ‘‘unemployed” 
who have been encamped there having 
gone on their way in search of work.

United States District-Attorney Denis 
Yesterday filed a complaint in the Cir- 
cuit Court against Corington G. Belk- 
hap, ex-Indian agent at the Tule River 
Reservation for the recovery of $731.21 
nileged to be due the government. 
Henry Mentz, R. Porter Putnam and 
John W. Miller as bondsmen for Belk- 
nap, are made parties to the defense, 
and suit also entered against them in- 
dividually for the full amount. 

It is alleged that Belknap is short in 
his accounts as audited by the Treasury 
Department, and that he unlawfully 
appropriated the above stated amount 
to his own use. He has been called 
upon for a settlement, but has refused 
to make good the _ deficiency. His 
bondsmen have been likewise notified, 
but have accorded the government no 
ratisfaction and the suit is brought to 
compel the payment of the amount 
claimed to be due the government. 

After mentioning the fact that Cor- 
ington G. Belknap was duly and reg- 
ularly appointed as Indian agent by 
the President of the United States, the

The New Plumbing Ordinance. 

The repeal of the present plumbing 
ordinance at Monday’s session of the 
City Council, when such action is ap- 
proved by the Mayor, will leave the 
city without any ordinance governing 
plumbing. Pending the passage of the 
new ordinance, it is expected the 
plumbing of new buildings will be un- 
der the supervision of the plumbing in- 
spector. 

It has been proposed by some of the 
city officials that the new ordinance be 
drafted in a form as brief as practica- 
ble, and that it be cumbered up as lit- 
tle as possible. It is further proposed 
that considerable power as to the sys- 
tem of plumbing any building be dele- 
gated to the plumbing inspector, but 
that the parties intending to put in 
such plumbing shall in all cases have 
the right to appeal from the decision 
of the inspector to the Board of Health.

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A SURE-ENOUGH BEAR. 


A Fight With a Grizziy—Charlie Freeman’s 
Close Call—Un Casidor Muerte. 

A week ago yesterday Charlie Free- 
man of Inglewood received a letter 
from Don Amerigildo Rocha, who owns 
a cattle ranch in the Tehachepi Moun- 
tains, near El Tejon, in which the 
writer stated that a large grizzly bear 
had killed several of his cattle, and that 
he wanted some help in hunting and 
slaying him. He also stated that he 
had tried to poison the bear, but that 
he was an old, cunning fellew—un casi- 
dor, he called him, meaning thereby a 
bear who will not touch meat unless 
killed by himself. As young Freeman 
had hunted on these mountains a year 
ago with Don Amerigildo, and had 
promised to return whenever bears 
were to be found there, he at once 
made his preparations, and started for 
the camp in the mountains, where he 
arrived on Tuesday last. Wednesday 
and Thursday were passed in. fruitless 
search for bruin, and, although his trail 
was frequently struck, nothing Tre- 
warded the hunters on these days but 
a lynx and two wild cats. On Friday 
morhing the hunters decided to sepa- 
rate, so as to cover more ground, Warly 
in the forenoon young Freeman came 
upon a large California lion, which he 
wounded in the leg at the first shot, 
when it turned and made for him. An 
angry lion in a hurry, jumping toward 
you in great bounds is not a very easy 
target to hit, and it was not until he 
was within a few yards of the hunter 
that a well-aimed shot laid him low, 
The noise of the firing brought Senor 
Rocha upon the scene; and, after skin- 
ning the lion, and hanging his hide on 
a tree, where they could find it on their 
way back to camp, the hunters de- 
cided to keep together for the rest of 
the day, and it was well for them that 
they so decided. Starting again, they 
had proceeded about a mile when they 
struck a fresh trail-of the bear they 
were after. The trail led them along 
the face of the mountain, where the 
underbrush was very heavy. -As the 
hunters followed on the brush became 
so thick it was almost impassable. The 
bear, being a powerful and heavy brute, 
had crushed down the brush and broken 
the large branches along the route, 
making a passage, through which the 
hunters scrambled with difficulty. Sud- 
denly, and without any warning, an 
enormous grizzly bear arose from his 
lair and confronted the men who had 
dared to beard him in his den. As he 
was within ten paces of the hunters 
when he showed himself, no time was 
lost in preliminary sparring on either 
side. With a loud roar he sprang at 
the hunters, and was met by the bul- 
lets from two Winchesters. Fortu- 
nately, the brush between Ahe bear and 
the hunters prevented the grizzly from 
reaching them quickly; and before he 
had covered the distance, short as it 
was, each rifle had cracked three times, 
and bruin had six bullets in him. Char- 
lie Freeman had, by a _ well-directed 
shot, broken the bear’s back in the last 
volley, and he fell disabled at their feet. 
He measured nearly nine feet in length, 
and weighed about twelve hundred 
pounds. 

Senor Don Amerigildo Rocha came to 
town yesterday to lay In a supply of 
ammunition, and was ‘seen by a Times 
reporter, to whom he gave his account 
of the killing of the grizzly, a transla- 
tion of which js as follows: “‘When the 
bear came ont of his nes}, within thirty 
feet of us, with a roar like a lion, I 
thought that he looked as big as an 
elephant, and I would have given ten of 
my best steers to have had him ten 
paces farther away from us, so as to 
haye given us more shote.at him, I 
had never been s0 closé to a mad 
grizzly before, and I knew that it was 
Senor Freeman’s first. big bear, and J 
was afraid that he might be rattled. 
Any hesitancy, a step fn retreat, or bad 
shooting meant a terrible death to. bath 
of us. I had only time to say: ‘Stand 
fast, Don Cartos;’ but he Was as cool 


as a cucumber, and as’ he raised his 


rifle, he replied: ‘Shoot straight, man.’ 


So, shoulder to shoulder, we stood, un- |

flinchingly, and in less than two seconds | | 


had put six bullets into Mr. Bear. But 
the bullets did not stop him. On he 
came, plunging through the brush, and, 
when he was within ten feet of us, 
Don Carlos took careful aim and put a 
bullet through his baekbone, and that 
laid him out. When he fell he was so 
close to us that the bloody froth from 
his mouth spattered my overalls. I 
tell you I never want to get into such 
close quarters with a grizzly again; and 
I am very glad that our antagonist is 
now ‘un casidor muerte,’ instead of be- 
ing engaged in cracking our bones on 
the side of the Tehachepi Moyntains.”’

S. P. Double Tracked on 
Alameda Street 


From San Fernando to Commer- 
cial in One Day. 


The Criswalter Tract Likely to Be 
Traversed Next, 


The Local Passenger Association's Chances 
of Survival—Southern Pacific Pay 
_ Car—General, Local and 
Personal, 


The Southern Pacific Company has hit 
its Los Angeles opponents below the belt. 
It may not be a fair way of fighting, 
but. marquis of raspberry rules do not 
prevail in a contest between a railroad 
corporation and a sleeping city, when the 
possession of a street is at stake. The 
Times yesterday morning related the fact 
that’ a largée force of men, estimated to 
be hundreds in number, had been col- 
lected at the San Fernando station, with 
tools and materials by the carload, to 
lay a second track on Alameda street, be- 
tween San Fernando and Commercial 
streéts.. The men were regular section 
gangs, brought from all the branches, 
and were familiar with the work of lay- 


ing tracks. At 5 o’cleck in the morning, 
the big force began the work of tearing 
up the tracks at Commercial street, where 
a connection was put in for the new line. 
It was very rapid work to distribute ties 
and rails alone the street parallel with 
the existing ragd, ani the men followed, 
spiking the rails and screwing on fish- 
plates in an indifferent manner, which 


* showed that great haste was needed more 


fapidly was it done, that 


in frequent cases the ends of connecting 
rail were not brought within four or 
five 4nches of each other. Before noon, 
yesterday, the mile of new track had 
been made, continuous from the San Fer- 
nam’ viaduct to Commercial street, but 


it was mot perfect in the eyes of a skill- 
ful roadmaster. It laid above the street, 
without ballasting or lining up, and looked 
as theugh it had fallen there. It was not 
a pretty railroad, but it occupied the 

reet before any successful effort could 
be made to stop proceedings by an in- 
junction. 

Part-of-the new road was laid on the 


east side of the old. tracks, and as of 
it on the west side, nay so skillfully was 
it all done that there was no serious in- 
terruption to the movement of :regular 


trains through the street. A _ big .crowd 
of people ail day watched the work pro- 
zressing. No serious opposition was made, 
though W. H. Workman set out to. get 
out an injunction to stop the work_whern 
it was too late. Ex-councilman Collins 
did get an injunction prohibiting the com-

as.there was no intention of going 
oo ond that point, it did not count.

But while these gentlemen and ladies 
are striving to build a museum here 
the Santa Barbara county exhibit at 
the Midwinter Fair grows less and less 
probable. The supervisors can promise 
nothing definite, and it would seem 
better for the museum projectors to 
postpone their subscription lists for a 
few months at least, and allow the 
Midwinter Fair Committee the field 
to raise money for a building. Many 
who will subscribe for one will not sub- 
seribe for both, at least not within a 
short time, and at the present time we 
can do the county in general and Santa 
Barabara in particular far more good 
with an attractive exhibit in a build- 
ing of its own, in a prominent place in 
Golden City of the Golden West, than 
a museum on the corner of every city 
block would accomplish. At least that 
is the way many citizens look on the 
matter.

POMONA. 


The Electric Railways Regarded as an As- 
sured Success. 

The electric railways between Po- 
mona and Claremont, Ontario and 
Chino seem to be an assured success. 
On Monday evening, Prof. Baldwin of 
Pomona College appeared before the 
Board of Trade and said that he was 
prepared to say that as soon as the 
town would see that the property-own- 
ers along the right-of-way would con- 
tribute a certain amount to the com- 
pany, that the road would be built and 
in operation within ninety days. He 
said that a capitalist had been secured 
who was willing and anxious to build 
the road. That the capitalist was no 
new hand at building electric railways, 
and that he was sure that the road 
could really be completed in thirty days 
after the contracts were signed. The 
announcement was received with a good 
deal. of surprise and more pleasure. 
The president at once appointed a com- 
mittee of seven men to go to work and 
see the property-owners, and get them 
to contribute 65 cents a front foot for 
all property located on the’ line of the 
road. The company proposes to keep 


the road sprinkled on each side, and 


proposes to make not less than ten 
trips each way every day. One can see 
at a glance that the roads will be of 
immense benefit to this city. The big 
sugar factory at Chino will be brought 
almost to the doors of the business 
men, as the fare will be only 5 cents. 
Ontario and Pomona will be brought 
into closer business relations with each 
other, and the big college at Claremont 
will also be brought to within ten min- 
utes’ ride of Pomona. The cars are to 
cost from $6000 to $8000 each, and are to 
be run by’a storage battery. The com- 
pany proposes to run also to Lordsburg, 
if the same assistance can be.s red
